K point of usefulness to his fellow men, Viscount James Bryce, 
whose death occurred this week, stands in the front rank of 


the men of his generation. 


His usefulness in public and official life, altho he never 


reached the peaK ol ofiiciai place ami power, Jay iu hia ui'uauUi 
of view, his wide sympathies, learning, clarity of thot, impartial 
attitude and practical wisdom. 3Iis highest place in the British 
Government was that of Undersecretary of State, but his best 
work was done as British Ambassador to the United States. 


He was more than a State Ambassador; he was a friend 


and wise counselor who won the highest respect and affection of 
the American people. Xo man in the capacity of Ambassador 
has-done more to cement good will and friendly feeling between 
two peoples than he. His sen ice in Washington duplicated in a 
measure that of Franklin in Paris. He was regarded as a 
sympathetic and wise Iriend who was as much interested in our 
progress on the broader paths of democratic achievement as any 
American and who knew more about our Government and our 
political methods and processes than perhaps any American 
knew, because he had made a special study of our institutions 
and their development. He was profoundly interested in our 
progress and sympathetic with the destiny and aims of the Uni- 
ted States as the world's greatest democratic experiment. 
, 


Bryce's greatest usefulness arose from his study of dcmoc-' 


racy in America, the fruits of which were embodied in his great 
book, "The American Commonwealth," which supplemented, 
completed and improved upon De Tocqueville's master work, 
"Democracy in America." 
It is the accepted authority and 


textbook on the political and social development of the Ameri- 
can people. His later "Modern Democracy" is the sequel to his 
first great work. 
j 


In learning, industry, analytical powers of mind and clar-' 


ity and chaim of expression Bryce was the wonder and inspira- 
tion of his generation. It is in the rich fruits of his political and 
historical studies and his application of them to the problems of 
human progress that his greatest service to mankind is recorded. 
They are inexhaustible sources of information and stimulation 
and enduring memorials of his genius. A long, rich, full, fruit- 
ful and useful life ended when James Bryce passed away. 


Coal— A Public Utility 


Unless the federal government intervenes the production 


of coal will be seriously interrupted on April 1. A strike in the 
unionized bituminous tields has been declared to be in prospect 
by so competent an observer as Secretary Hoover. The anthra- 
cite miners voted last week to strike if satisfactory wage agree- 
ments had not been made before the expiration of the present 
contract. Thus if no settlements are made both the hard and 
the soft coal mining fields will be crippled, during the early 
spring.

• j The effect of a thoro coal strike would be calamitous to the 
industry of the country. Coal is basic just as transportation is 
basic. If the coal supply is cut off mechanical industry starves. 
A number of those in a position of power, hbwever, are welcom- 
ing the possibility of a strike. They hjivc been led to think that 
the present industrial depression is a favorable occasion for 
diminishing the importance of the miners' unions. That may 
be a sound judgment and it may not. It is impossible to foretell 
the consequences of warfare. 
Those who by action and by in- 


action are permitting a strike to develop are. in effect, issuing a 
declaration of industrial war.

Whatever may be the outcome of a lest of strength to the 
operators and to the miners, the public will be the loser Mil- 
lions will be indirectly affected. If the strike is long continued 
the losses of those who are dependent upon an uninterrupted 
supply of coal will run into the hundreds of millions. The last 
bituminous strike was one of the most costly episodes in the ec- 
noxmc history of the nation. In view of these indisputable facts
